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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 44-63 are allowed. 

2. Allowable subject matter may require further review for applications in 
class 705 before a notice of allowance is mailed to applicant. The time period for review 
may vary from application to application. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention includes independent claims 44, 53 and 55. Claim 44 
recites a method executed in a market surveillance computer system, claim 53 recites 
an apparatus, and claim 55 recites a computer program product, tangibly embodied in 
an information carrier, for line handling. 

Wilson is considered the closest prior art. Wilson teaches market event data 
received by a plurality of feed lines (fig 1) which is then translated into common formats 
(col 2, lines 38-44; col 6, lines 61-67: col 7, lines 1-7; col 7, lines 39-55). Mechanisms 
(fig 1) receive the data after it has been processed by a gateway (1) which is then 
disseminated. A private network is disclosed (col 4, lines 5-16). 

Wilson also discloses placing time data on incoming messages as a means of 
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accurately identifying and flagging messages for later processing and to provide an 
platform compatibility to facilitate network communications over disparate network 
architectures and protocols. Wilson discloses market session data, feed, and original 
identification. 

Claim 44 recites in combination that which is not disclosed to Wilson including: 
attaching timing data from a timing object to the received message, the timing data 
including data including a time extracted from the received message and a stamp 
indicating a receipt time at the receiver object; 

activating a translator object to translate the received message into a market 
event object; 

assigning the market event object to an entry in a queue object; 
validating the market event object entry 

publishing the validated market event object entry in a sender object top a 
plurality of alert engines that processes the market event objects to detect possible alert 
conditions. 

Claim 53 recites in combination that which is not disclosed to Wilson including: a 
timing object for attaching timing data from to the received message, the timing data 
including data including a time extracted from the received message, a stamp 
indicating a receipt time at the receiver object timing data corresponding to the time 
extracted from the received message and time from a previously received message 
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from the same feed, to provide an estimate of an actual event time associate with the 
market event; 

a translator object to translate the received message into a market event object; 
a queue object for receiving the market event object; 
a validation object for validating the market event object entry 
a sender object to send the validated market event object entry to a plurality of 
alert engines. 

Claim 55 recites in combination that which is not disclosed to Wilson including: 
attach timing data from a timing object from one of a plurality of feed lines; 

attach timing data from a timing object to the received message, the timing data 
including a time extracted from the received message, a stamp indicating a received 
time at the receiver object and timing data corresponding to the time extracted from the 
received message and the time from a previously received message from the same 
feed line, to provide am estimate of an actual event time to associate with the market 
event; 

activate a translator object to translate the received message into a market event 

object; 

assign the market event object to an entry in a queue object; 
validate the market event object entry; 

publish the validated market object entry in a sender object to a plurality of alert 
engines. 
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For these reasons claims 44, 53 and 55 are deemed to be allowable over the 
prior art of record, and claims 45-52, 54, 56-63 are allowable by dependency.
